Food Habits, Economics Cause 
Diet Deficiencies - Experts Find 


“Large sections of the po- 
pulation™ are consuming less 
than the accepted standard 
of essential foods, according to 
a report submitted to the 
Scientific Research Council 
and published yesterday. The 
report was based on a nutri- 
thon survey made a year agvu 
by three experts who found tha: 
the principal reasons for defi- 
ciencies were food habits and 
economic conditions. 

The survey, c¢irected by Dr. 
Walter Strauss of the Hygiene 
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fessors of the Medical School, 
Weizmann Institute, Agricul- 
tural Research Station and 
represen-atives of the Ministry 
of Agriculture. 


Survey Limited 

It was generally agreed that 
no far-reaching conclusiors 
could be drawn from a sur- 
vey of such limited scope. The 
report was valuable as a be- 
ginning and as providing a 
Standard for future comper- 
ative studies: i¢ could mot have 
any absolute value, however. 
It was difficult—if not impos- 
sible-—to find a representative 
cross-section of the present 
heterogeneous population of 
the country. The fact noted 
was that the 68 families were 
too small a sampling and that 
they were not representa- 
tive of the overall population.
